The Stevens Battery. 


In 184:1 Commodore Stevens, of Ne^ 
Jersey, foresaw the value of such a fort« 
tress, and urged upon Congress the con« 
struction of a vessel built for that pui> 
poae and ei:?bodying some inventions oi 
his own. 
He sealed hia faith in tha 
scheme by contributing nearly $1,500,- 
000 toward the construction of it afte* 
Congress had consented to grant $500,« 
000. 
The "penny-wise and pound-fool- 
ish" policy of nations is well illustrated 
in the history of this vessel, 
which 
here briefly told. 


The Stevens' iron-clad steam battery, 
as it was called, 
was begun in 1854. 
Her designers were Eobert L, and Com- 
modore Edwin A. Stevens, of Hoboken, 
N. J., at which place she was built. He* 
dimensions were: 
Length, 
420 feet; 
breadth, 52 feet; depth, 28 feet, with a, 
draft of water that could be varied from 
17 feet to 22 feet when in an engage- 
ment. 
Her boilers numbered ten, de- 
veloping 8,600 horse power, with eight 
engines to drive two independent screw 
propellers. 
Her bunkers had capacity 
for 1,000 tons of coal. 
The deck was 
shot proof. 
The inclined armor on the 
sides consisted of 6f inchs of iron plates 
backed with 14 inches of locust timber 
and 
secured to 6 inch wrought iron 
griders. 


The Messrs. 
Stevens 
spent 
nearly 
half a million dollars on the vessel dur- 
ing their lives, and on the Commodore's 
death he provided in his will that the 
vessel should be completed, besides sup- 
plying machinery to the value of $1,000,- 
000 to perform the work. 
When com- 
plete the vessel was by special act of 
Congress to be presented to the State 
of New Jersey. 
The State accepted the 
gift. 
The late Gen. McClellan was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the work. 
When the vessel was ready for launch- 
ing the funds pwvided for its comple- 
tion proved insufficient, and the State of 
New Jersey in 1875 ordered the vessel 
sold. 
Here was an opportunity for the 
nation to secure "for a song" an iron- 
clad which would have been the most 
formidable in the world even to this 
day. 
She was about 
ready for her 
armament. 
A few hundred thousands 
would 
have 
purchased her, and she 
would have been worth millions to-day. 
Did they purchase her? 
Nations al-e 
not so provident. 
She was sold for old 
junk, and so securely were some of her 
parts put together that they had to be 
blasted apart. 
Thus do republics re- 
ward the endeavors of their public- 
Bt>irited citizens.

On the driver's 
seat were John Nelson, who held the 
reins, and T. P. O'Brien. 


As they whipped iip the horses and 
faced for the hotel a crowd suddenly ap- 
peared and set up the usual hissing and 
groaning. 
The men who hissed and 
groaned followed the carriage and as it 
wheeled into Market Square there was a 
flash and the reins dropped out of John 
Nelson's hands with the exclamation: 
"Oh, my God;I'm shot." 
He feU for- 
ward on the seat. 
Crash, crash, crash, 
as quick as lightning, sped the bullets 
from two revolvers, until eight shots had 
been fired. 


T. F. O'Brien, Nelson's companion, 
grasped the reins and lashed the horses 
through the square into James street 
and to the hotel. 
Here there was an- 
other hostile crowd who again hooted. 
The party stepped into the corridor of 
the hotel. 
A volley of rotten eggs was 
hurled at them, but no one was hit. 
Nelson's wound is on the left wrist. No 
arrests. 


Many express the opinion, including 
the chief of police, that the men who 
fired the shots came from Toronto.

Oas well No. 1 at Peru will be drilled 
in hopes of inducing a flow. No. 3 will 
be located some six miles southeast of 
the city. 


The rope broke in gas well No. 2 at 
Crawfordsville Saturday, and the drill is 
now in the well. 


The directors of the Lafayette Fuel 
and Light comply will select the site 
for their thira well seven miles east of 
the city. 


The contractors for the gas well to be 
sunk on the Tippecanoe city farm have 
begun boring. The citizens are deter- 
mined to have gas. 


A natural gas company has been or- 
ganized at Boann, Wabash county with 
a capital stock of $20.000. 


Gas issues in small quantities from the 
well being sunk at the Oliver Chilled 
plow works at South Bend, and the work 
is continued in the hope of finding 
abundance. 


LaFontaine's big gas well has been 
tested by the assistant state geologist 
and found to be flowing 1,929.000 feet 
daily, the guage pressure showing 320 
pounds. 


The people of Bepablioan township, 
in the southern part of Jefferson ooonty, 
are greatly excited over the prospect of 
finding gas and oil. 
Liast Thursday 
afternoon an explosion occurred in the 
bed of a small stream running through 
the farm of J . Henaley. 
The report was 
heard for several milee and frightenec 


cattle until they ran about like wild. A 
large opening was made in the cr^k 
bottom, and the strong odor of gas per- 
meated the air. The general supposi- 
tion is that the explosion waa caused by 
natural gas, as shale taken from the 
same spot several years since was found 
combustible, and it is thought gaa and 
oil can be found. 


The National Drill in Progress. 
WASHINGTON, May 2 4 . — T h e compe- 
titive drill of the infantry began a few 
minutes past 10 o'clock. 
The compet- 
ing companies were limited in numbers 
to twenty-four men each, three officers 
and two guides. 
The program of 
manoeuvres to be delivered to each com- 
pany commander one hour before the 
time alloted for the corps appearance. 
The men were to be kept in ignorance 
of the manoeuvres they were to execute 
until the orders were actually given. 


In general terms they were to exercise 
first in the school of a soldier (that is 
without arms), then in manual arms and 
lastly in the school of the company. 


Public Lands. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—Secretary La- 
içar declares that all the railroad indem- 
nity lands will be thrown open to set- 
tlement just ''as soon as the department 
is in possession of information that will 
enable it to act intelligently. " He also 
announces his intention to sweep away 
the numerous leases of Indian lands by 
cattle men, all of which were made 
without authority of law. It seems, after 
all, that the secretary is really "in dead 
earnest" in his campaign against the 
land-grabbers. 


Priests Released. 
D U B L I N , May 24.—Judge Boyd to- 
day ordered the release of Father Byan 
and Father Slattery, who were impris- 
oned for refusing to give testimony in 
relation to the plan of campaign people. 


The President's Trip. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—According to 
the present arrangements the president 
will leave Washington Thursday even- 
ing for Saranac Lake, making only nec- 
essary stops on the route. 


The Boodle Cases. 
In the McGarigle-McDonald coimty 
conspiracy case, at Chicago, 183 tales- 
men have so far been examined and only 
eight jurors accepted.

Miss Sarah Jane 
Gnnther. 
The young lady came here a 
year or so ago and occupied herself as a 
dressmaker.

March 5 last she left Mrs. Essig's 
home to visit a Mrs. Besango, who lives 
near the French brewery, just across the 
Spy Bun bridge spanning the S i Joe 
river, and since that day the girl has 
not l ^ n seen or heard of.

Prominent Attorneys in the City to 
Have its Sale Confirmed. 


Judge Samuel Williamson, of New 
York, Mr. Sherman, of Cleveland, and 
Mr. Atillman, of New York, were in the 
city to-day to have Judge O'Bourke con- 
firm the sale of the Nickel Plate road 
inaugurated at Cleveland a few days ago. 
A tele^am from Cleveland explains 
their mission: 
"General Counsel Wil- 
liamson, of the Nickel Plate, and T. E. 
Atillman, of New York, have gone to 
Chicago, to secure confirmation of the 
Nickel Plate foreclosure sale in the Illi- 
nois courts, and when that is accom- 
plished will proceed to Fort Wayne, 
Ind., on the same errand. 
They will 
probably, also, organize new state com- 
panies 
at 
these 
two 
points 
during their absence. 
The company 
which was organized at Erie, Pa., last 
Saturday, is called the Erie and Illinois 
Railroad 
company. 
Directors were 
elected, and C. W. Beed, of Erie, ap- 
pointed president. 
Articles of organi- 
zation have been forwarded to Harris- 
burg for incorporation. 
As 'the laws of 
Pennsylvania require public notice of 
sixty days before any railroad company 
in that state, can consolidate with com- 
panies of other states, at least that peri- 
od must elapse before the Nickel Plate 
company, with Mr. Caldwell as its presi- 
dent, can take charge of the property. 
In the meantime, the road will remain 
in the hands of the receiver." 


The People's Natural Gas, Oil and 
Pipeline company, of Fort Wayne, with 
$10,000 as capital stock, was incorporat- 
ed yesterday at Indianapolis.
